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USSR attacks Atlantic Pact In TTB. 'Fhe expected Soviet attack on the At- 
wlantic Pact in the General Assembly,, finally delivered by Gromyko last week, 
reiterated the familiar Kremlin theme that the Pact is an aggressive* warlike 
measure *Mch undermines the TOT, In a surprise move during the Soviet state- 
ment on the veto Issue, Gromyko branded the Pact as contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the tJN Charter and charged that the Western Powers are seeking to 
liquidate the organization. I t now appears unlikely. -that the U SSR, althoug h 
dared to. by Britain's Kec tor McNeil* ’fill place a formal condemnatory 
^.sol ution on the GAagenda, Apparently the Soviet* fear that the overwhelm ing 
rejection of such a proposal would be a uropagpnda setback. However, the USSR 
will overlook no opportunity for injecting the Atlantic Pact issue into other 
question® before the TOT.

Jf.r aell UP membership delayed, TOT prestige and deep-seated associations 
have combineS to inject tlhe issue' of Jerusalem's internationalisation into the 
GA' s recent action in referring Israel's member eh in application to committee 
instead of handling it in -nlenaiy. The 31-18 vote was due to a triple combina- 
tion of Xatin American nations who desire Israeli agreement to the internation- 
alization of Jerusalem* Scandinavian countries who resent Israeli failure to 
act against the assassins of Count Bernadette; and Arab states, concerned over 
the Arab refugees, la its resolution of 11 December 19 Ug, the GA made concrete 
recommendations on internationalization of the Holy City and treatment of ref- 
ugees, Israel's curt rejection of the Jerusalem recommendations Rnd its cavalier 
treatment of the FCC have particularly offended the Vatican, Prance and many 
Catholic UN members, Israeli uncoooe rat iv cnees toward seeking a solution of the 
refugee problem has freshly embittered the Arab bloc. Failure to apprehend and 
punish flernado's ue *s assaesiat has alienated the Scandinavian countries. Since 
Israel largely owae its legal birthright to the TOT, its truculent disregard of 
the considered recommendations of the organization on religious and humanitarian 
Issues has cast widespread doubt on Israel's willingness to carry out the obli- 
gations of UN membership. Unless Israel substantially modifies Its position on 
these Issues, which is doubtful at the moment,, It la moat un likely that this 
session of the GA will recommend her admission to the TJN,

GA approves limitations o n veto. Although the GA by an overwhelming 43-6 
anti- Soviet vote adopted a series of recommended limitations on the big power 
veto, the proposal faces practically cer tai n Sqy iet ysto in the Security Council- 
Soviet representative Gronyko took care to proclaim that the USSR would continue 
to support the principles of the TOT, to defend its record on vetoes, to reject 
proposals to moderate use of the veto and to ulead for supoort of Soviet sugges* 
tions on the veto. Most of the provisions in the draft of the Ad Hoc Committee 
were unaeceotable, he said, since the veto was the only protection of the TOT 
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ftSR.in.st US domination,, Ffowevftr, the debate has weakened the Soviet case against 
the Atlantic Pact by agpin demonstrating that the necessity for the Pact arises 
out of the misuse of the veto by the USSR*

TO Armed fram'd oro-oognl a-pp roved. Despite strong Soviet opoosltion*. a 
proposal of §yg T,ie for the creation of an 800-man TO guard, at an estimated 
annual cost of $1- million, was referred to a special committee for study and re- 
port to the nest regular 3A session, Fhe TO is willing to support a plan for a 
guard of 300 to protect TO personnel, quarters and property and thereby increase 
the effectiveness of TO nissions, but the MSTO attacked the proposal as an il- 
legal subterfuge to evpde the Security Council ‘s sole resuonsibility for enforc- 
ing TO decisions. In spite of the fanciful arguments of the Slav bloc, it is 
bel ieved that the nest GA win establish a small TO guard, with terms of refer- 
ence clearly distinguishing guard duties ffromlillltaiv "activities, Additional 
impetus for such a move was given by the recent advisory opinion of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice upholding the right of the TO to sue to protect its 
agents. 


Failur e probable in renewed P alka n conciliation efforts . Aust ral ian

Paris and Mosoow Congresses to be used for unde rcover Communist coord 1- 
aaifAfiflu The presence of Comnumist~delegates from fifty-two countries at the 
Paris Mbrld Congress of Partisans of Peace find subsequently at the Moscow 
Congress of the Soviet Trade unions will afford an «umbrella« for the establish- 
ment of closer contacts between Iron Curtain and non- Iron Curtain Communists. 

In addition to coordination of worldwide Communist propaganda against the 
Atlantic Pact, covert coordination of nlans for sabotage in certain Atlantic 
Pact countries will be undertaken. For example* »tt ends one at both meetings of 
a Venezuelan delegation of key Communist Party and oil worker officials will 
permit them to obtain fresh instruct ions regarding implementation of the ban on 
oil shipments to the US (adopted by the Tampico Petroleum Workers Conference 
last September), Similar Instructions for the Mexican petroleum workers will 
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Apparently be issued to the SJrg of the Mexican Communist PftTty at these 
meetings.

Indian inve stment policy and Point Four, India, as a potential pivotal 
nation "in' the “flint town* Program, "Ts displaying an enlightened approach to the 
key question of stimulating private foreign investment. Prime Minister Nehru 
recently stated that India will (1) impose no restrictions on foreign Interests 
beyond those applicable to similar Indian enterprises; (2) place no restrictions 
on withdrawal of foreign funds, provided adequate foreign exchange is available; 
(3) provide equitable compensation for any foreign enterprises taken over by 
the Government; and (h) ailov employment of non-Indians when qualified Indians 
a re not available. This po licy should do much to meet requirements of pro- 
spective foreign investors and encourage than to assist in the implementation 
of Point Four.
